OF PORTERVILLE IRRIGATION DISTRICT 
TO BE PRESENTED BY RECLAMATION BUREAU 


Bureau of reclamation officials 
will present their study prior to 
June 1, indicating water require- 
ments of the Porterville Irrigaticn 
district, according to Ed. Sullivan, 
from the Fresno office of the bu- 
reau, who met Tuesday after1oon 
with directors of the district. 


“Although there are still three 
years to go before the district is 
obligated to take full amount of 
water contracted for from the Bu- 
reau, the feeling is that steps 
should be taken soon to insure use 
of water contracted for,’”’ Mr. Sul- 
livan said. 


Approximately 25 per cent of 
the district is presently being serv- 
ed with water from the Friant- 
Kern project, and construction of 
an underground pipeline system 
must be completed to expand serv- 
ice, reported Ernie Northrup, dis- 
trict manager. : 


Elimination ot temporary diver- 
sions of water for the district is 
another goal to be reached by 
1955, according to Mr. Sullivan. 
Layouts for necessary permanent 
turn-offs from the canal are to be 
made and submitted to the bureau 
in the near future. 

It was brought out at the board 
meeting that the Porterville dis- 
i trict is in the position of having 
|fairly good ground water condi- 


tions in some sections, but, never 
the less, being in need of supple- 
mentary water. 

The area between the \Porter 
slough and Tule river has fairly 
good ground, water conditions, 
and will be in need of more sup- 
plementary water.

Bargain 
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BOARD SHOULD BE ENLARGED : 


~ Porterville elementary school board should be increased from 
three to five members. 

Regarding the legal aspects of such an increase, we quote from 
a letter from the office of the Tulare county counsel, in which it is 
stated that under provisions of Section 1002 of the education code, 
as amended by Chapter 1282 of the 1953 statutes and amendments to 
the codes, “when the average daily attendance of an elementary 
school district becomes 300 or more, the governing board of the ele- 
mentary school district shall either (a) by its own action determine 
that the number of the members of the board shall be increased to 
five, in which case two additional trustees shall be elected at the 
next regular election of trustees, or (b) submit the question of 
whether the number of members of the board shall be increased to 
five to the electors of the elementary school district at the next regu- 
lar election of trustees. ’ 

“At the same election at which the question of increasing the 
number of trustees is submitted to the electors, the electors shall elect 
two additional trustees, to take office if the number of trustees is in- 
creased to five.” 

We believe that an increase is particularly important in the 
Porterville elementary district, since, during the past several years, 
this district has taken in, through an expansion program, some of the 
outlying, rural districts. 

An increased number of board members would tend to spread rep- 
resentation throughout the area of the Porterville district and should, 


to some extent, lighten the load of individual members now serving : 


on a board of only three. 

Intent of the school code is to set up school boards of five mem- 
bers if enrollment in the school is more than 300. Present members 
of the Porterville Elementary Board should publicly announce their 
policy concerning this matter.

Harry P. Crandel, former Por- 
terville high school commerce in- 
structor presently teaching in 


« Amsterdam, Holland under a Full- 


bright grant, gives the following 
account of his teaching activities 
in his letter to C. W. Hasterbrook, 
high school and junior college 
superintendent: 

The school in which I teach is 
a three-story building, and very 
old and inconvenient. This is an. 
emergency building, for the actual 
school was bombed during the war.

Africa on a mule boat and served 
the Boers as a bush-whacker. His 
job was to help destroy wagon 
trains carrying supplies for the 
British. An injury in an encoun- 
ter. with British forces. satisfied 
his longing for: military adven- 
ture and he returned to the States. 
|He then worked on lumbering and 
mining railroads on the west coast 
and during the gold rush was en- 
gineer on a river steamer in Alas- | 
\ka.

Collections of pictures of early 
aviation usually have one of a 
cigar shaped baloon with a cat- 
walk underneath and some sort of 
a propeller’. Bryant had one of 
these. His best story about it also 
donterns Lincoln Beechey who 
later thrilled crowds at the San 
Francisco World Fair of 1915. 
Beechey owned the balloon at the 
time and knowing Bryant to be 
an expert auto mechanic, he asked 
him to ‘adjust the carburetors. 
This balloon was, 85 feet in length 
and 20 in diameter, inflated with 
hydrogen. The fusilage, about 30 
feet long, was held to the bag by 
a net. The power was supplied 
by a specially built eight cylinder 
engine of the V type. It was made 
up by. mounting 8 single cylinder 
motorcycle engines on the special 
crank case and using a new crank 
shaft. Each cylinder had its own 
carburetor! There were lots of 
stray sparks shooting around and 
Bryant says he was scared of the 
leaky bag of hydrogen so close 
over his head. He insisted that 
Beechey fly low over the Willa- 


imette River so that in case of an 


explosion, he could dive into the 
water. Bryant doesn’t say why 
he bought the contraption but he 
didn’t keep it long as he didn’t 
have a hydrogen generator. He 
'sold it to a Berkeley man who did 
have one. He warned the new 
owner that it shouldn’t be flown 
with the old bag and until certain 
structural faults were corrected.
